which merged to <cjo> (/f/); <^>, which merged to <y> (/u/); <Ry\>, 
which merged to <k» (/ju/ or / J u/); and <A>/<IA>, which later were 
graphically reshaped into <h> and merged phonetically to /ja/ or / 
la/. While these older letters have been abandoned at one time or 
another, they may be used in this and related articles. The yers <i>> 
and <b> originally indicated the pronunciation of ultra-short or 
reduced lul, /!/.
